A good crowd attended the meet- 
ing besides the official representa- 
tives. 

Enthusiastic speeches were made 
by Rush C. Watkins. Walter Knight. 
John C. Duffy, J. R. Mallory, Geo. 
B. Edwards. S. Walton Forgy, H. L 
Trimble, and others. 

E. B. Lindsay was appointed a 
committee to sell buttons for the 
Davis Way. R. C. Watkins agreed 
to take the first button at $25. 
The meeting adjourned to meet at 
0 f Rusaellville Saturday August 12, 
when the counties are all expected 
to be represented.

Is This Story of A Boy Corn- 
Raiser's Success. 

New York, Aug. 2 — Jerry Moore, 
15-year-old champion corn grower of 
the South, arrived in New York 
aboard the Clyde Line's Iroquois, 
with the delegation of South Caro- 
lina and Alabama advertising men, 
who are on the way to Boston to at- 
tend the International Advertising 
Men's Convention. 

Jerry's home is in Florence, S. C, 
and three years ago, when a move 
ment was started to stimulate in- 
terest in agriculture and scientific 
farming, he planted and cultivated 
an acre of his father's favorite corn. 
Other boys did the same thing, and 
some months ago the County Super- 
intendent of Education offered 
prizes to the boy who raised the 
most corn on his plot of land. No 
one had a chance with Jerry. He 
won everything in sight. His acre 
produced 228 bushels of corn, and 
he won the prize. Some time later 
a prize of $20 was offered by the At 
lantic States' Exposition at Colum- 
bia, S. C, and thle also went to 
Jerry. Since then he has won three 
additional prizes, always beating his 
nearest competitor by many bushels. 
He won his county prize of $20, won 
a cultivator worth $40, and then a 
ton of fertilizer worth $45. One 
year the government paid Jerry $4 
a bushel for forty bushels of corn 
that it distributed for seed. He re 
tailed the rest of his crop that year 
for $1 a bushel, and when he had 
disposed of all the crop he had a tc 
tal of $443 for the produce of one 
acre.

In Kitty League Last Year 
Kills A Man In Memphis. 

Memphis, Term., Aug. 1 —A. M 
Keisker shot Wm. Schumme to save 
his own life, according to the testi- 
mony given at the Coroner's inquest 
by the only eye witness to the shout- 
ing. Hallie Pool, a negro servant, 
said that she gave Keisker the re- 
volver and told him that Schumme 
would kill him. Then she says 
Schumme advanced upon Keisker 
from the floor above with a long 
butcher knife in his hand, and 
KeiHker shot only after ordering him 
to halt. 

There has been a steady stream of 
friends to see Keisker at the city 
jail, where he is held pending a pre- 
liminary hearing. He is not locked 
up, and is allowed the privilege of 
the jail corridor. Keisker has a host 
of friends here. 

According to the facts brought 
out at the Coroner's hearing Keisker i 
was a roomer at the boarding-house j 
conducted by Ida Englebar at 612, 
Poplar avenue. As he was prepar- 
ing to leave the house Sunday even- 
ing he heard cries of murder. Run- 
ning down the back stairs, he was 
attacked by Schumme, knocked 
down and kicked. Then the woman, 
who had been attacked by Schumme, 
ran up stairs, followed by him. The 
maid swore that she then took a re- 
volver from a dresser drawer and 
gave it to Keisker, and that when 
Schumme returned, with the de- 
clared intention of "getting him," 
he fired

Packers of embalmed beef are ar- 
rayed against him because of his fight 
against the use of ber zaate of soda. 
Benz -mix increases the profits of cm 
balmed beef packers because it will 
'restore" and preserve meats that 
have become putrescent. The cost 
of manufacture of bologna and sau- 
may be materially reduced by 
using water and cereals. Water 
costs nothing and cereal is cheaper 
than meat. The result is a cheapen- 
ing of the product and a lowering 
of the value. But when water and 
cereal is used the meat begins to sour.

ROAD NOTICE. 

The Attention of the Public is 
Called to Chapter 94, Sect- 
ion 1, Acts of 1910. 

That it shall be unlawful for any 
one to obstruct the water tables of a 
Turnpike or any public road by put- 
ting a crossing either private or pub- 
lic road without providing a culvert 
or drain pipe of sufficient dimensions 
to carry the full value of water that 
may drain in this water table or to 
it so as not to impeded the full flow 
of water. It shall also be unlawful 
to plant trees, telephones poles or 
fence in or closer than two and one 
half feet of the outer edge of the 
ditch, so that a plow or machinery 
may be used in making, widening or 
deepening them. Any fencing, tree 
or stone falling into the water table 
or rolling down from above in o 
it, shall be removed within five 
days by owner of the land of 
which the obstruction was a part or 
any person not an owner trim- 
ming trees or cutting weeds 
orbiiersorany person placing 
any other obstruction in wat- 
er table, shall be liable for all 
damage done by turning wat- 
er into road-bed, and also to 
a fine of two dollars for each 
day the obstruction has laid 
in the ditch longer than five 
days. 

The above law will be enforced 
and all partus prosecu ed for viola- 
tion of same.

Washington, Aug. 4 — Preaiden 
Taft will s^nd to the senate the gen 
eral arbitration treaties between the 
United States and Great Britain and 
the United States and France, signed 
for this government and for Great 
Britain here today and signed in 
Paris for the government of France. 

The brief messages of transmittal 
to the senate were written aj 
signed by the President and tomor- 
row it will lie with the United States 
senate to ratify what has been called 
the greatest step toward the aboli 
tion of warfare that the world thus 
far has taken. Already there have 
been mutterings from the senate 
over these treaties. President Taft 
is noncommittal, but was anxious to 
put them before that body before 
the adjournment of the special set- 
aion.
